IMPORTANT amendments to the regulations govern- 
ing the collection of the corporation tax have been ap- 
Asks proved by Secretary of the Treasury 

Changes in MacVeagh. 

Corporation Principal among the changes is a pro- 

Tax. vision for the depreciation of mines, oil 
or gas wells and other deposits of nature. The prob- 
lem of how to tax properly a well or a mine which 
was being exhausted by continual working was a 
knotty one, and to solve it some of the noted mineral 
experts in the country were called into conference. 

Hereafter in such cases deduction will be allowed 
for depreciation from ore and mineral deposits upon 
the basis of the original capital investment cost. A 
further deduction will be allowed for the unearned in- 
crement represented in such properties on January I, 
1909. This will be determined from an estimate of 
the fair market value of the deposits on that date, 
which will be based on the total disposal value of the 
deposit exclusive of the value of improvements and de- 
velopment work. 

Other amendments affecting depreciation are: De- 
preciation of a company’s stock is a loss to the stock- 
holders, but not a loss to the company issuing it, and 
cannot be allowed as a deduction. Deduction on ac- 
count of depreciation of property must be based on the 
lifetime of the property, its cost, and its value and its 
use. Good will represents the value of a business in 
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addition to the value of the property, and is chargeable 
only to the capital investment account, and is not an 
allowable deduction from the income. Removal of 
timber from lands merely by cutting will not be al- 
lowed as a depreciation, but will be considered a change 
of form of assets. 

The other amendments affect many classes of cor- 
porations. Charitable institutions supported by volun- 
tary contributions or state appropriations will be ex- 
empt from the tax. Building and loan associations 
which lend moneys to others than members are not 
thereby removed from the exempted class. Pensions 
paid by corporations to retired employes or their fam- 
ilies or others dependent upon them or on account of 
injuries received will be proper deductions under “‘‘or- 
dinary and necessary expenses,” but gifts or gratuities 
to employes of a corporation will not be allowed in that 
class. Donations made for purposes connected with 
the operation of a property when limited to charitable 
institutions, hospitals, or educational institutions con- 
ducted for the benefit of employes will be allowed as a 
deduction. 

Commissioner Cabell of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau estimates that the government will collect about 
$25,000,000 this year from the corporation tax. What 
a disgorge there will be if the law is declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court!

Luxuries. business conditions is found than the 
figures representing the importation of articles purely 
or chiefly luxuries, including diamonds and other pre- 
cious stones, laces, art works, wines, tobacco and 
manufactures thereof, and other articles of this char- 
acter. This is illustrated by a glance at the yearly 
record of imports as recorded by the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of the Department of Commerce and Labor. 

In years of marked depression, 1894 and 1895, for 
example, the value of diamonds and other precious 
stones imported dropped—from 16 million dollars in 


1893 to 5% million in 1894, 7% million in 
1895, and about 634 million dollars in 1806; 
_gtadually moving upward again until 1899 and 


1900, and reaching a total of 32 million in 1903 and 
42 million in 1907. In the fiscal year 1908, a year of 
business depression, the total fell to million 
dollars, returning to 29 million in 1909 and 48 million 
in the fiscal year 1910, while the figures of the calen-

fiscal year. 

The figures of diamond importations above cited 
are merely an example of the evidences of prosperity 
supplied by the figures of imports. In automobiles, 
art works, laces, feathers, furs, wines and liquors, 
tobacco, decorated chinaware, and numerous other 
articles named in the list of importations, the figures 
of 1910 are large, and the importation of articles 
usually classed as “luxuries” will show .a total of be- 
tween 200 and 300 million dollars’ value. Of laces 
and embroideries alone the value imported during the 
year ended approximated 45 million dollars, a very 
large proportion of which was of cotton. This class 
of importations also shows considerable fluctuations 
according to conditions of prosperity or otherwise, 
though the fluctuations are not as great as in the case 
of diamonds. The value of cotton laces, embroid- 
eries, etc., imported in the fiscal. year 1893 was 12% 
million dollars and dropped in 1894 to 8 million dol- 
lars. Again in the 1907-8 period of depression, the 
value of importations of this class dropped from 39% 
million dollars in the fiscal year 1907 to 3334 million in 
1908, returning to 34% million in 1909 and 3634 mil- 
lion in I9I0, 

Among the other articles of importation in 1910 
which are usually classed as luxuries are: Silk laces, 
4% million dollars; laces of flax and other similar 
fibers, 4 million ; tobacco, cigars, etc., 33 million; furs 
and fur skins, 25 million; art works, 21 million; spir- 
its, wines and liquors, 20 million; feathers and flowers, 
natural and artificial, 11 million; toys, 8 million; ma- 
hogany, 3% million; jewelry, 2 million; manufactures 
of gold and silver, 2 million ; and beads and ornaments, 
perfumeries, cosmetics, shells, orchids, pipes and smok- 
ers’ articles, and musical instruments in various sums 
between 1 million and 2 million dollars each.

Wentworth 
Institute is now being built on a splendid site on Hunt- 
ington avenue, facing Fenway Park, nearly opposite 
the new Museum of Fine Arts. Work on the first 
group of buildings, to cost $2,500,000, was begun last 
October, and the school will be ready to receive stu- 
dents next September. 


This is to be a school to train boys and young men 
for a higher degree of efficiency in mechanical trades 
requiring both skill and intelligence than they may at- 
tain through any opportunities that are now open 
to them. The aim will be to promote practical in- 
telligence as well as manual skill. There will be in- 
struction in such principles of applied science as are 
essential to understanding of the methods and proc- 
esses of the trades taught, but the students will spend 
most of their time in “doing things” with tools and 
machinery. When they have completed the course 
they will be trained workmen, ready for work. Most 
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of the instruction will be given in shops or labora- 
tories. 

It is expected that most of the boys who attend the 
institute will be from that large class that leave th: 
public school at the end of the period of compulsory 
school attendance with a view of going to work and 
earning a living. Many of them will go to work only to 
find that opportunities for advancement are few and 
that what they most need is such practical training as 
Wentworth Institute aims to provide. There will be 
day and evening courses at the school, short courses 
for apprentices, and longer and more thorough ones 
for the training of master workmen and foremen. Suc 
cess to Wentworth Institute! 








Two very timely and instructive addresses were de- 
livered at the annual convention of the Iowa Retail 
Hardware Association, at Des Moines, 


Bn this week, namely, those by President 
Add Lewis C. Abbott, of Marshalltown, and 


Mr. A. L. Shapleigh, of St. Louis. 

President Abbott urged greater attention by the 
members to association affairs and expressed a strong 
desire to see the Hardware Exhibitions better attended 
and made more successful from the viewpoint of the 
exhibitors. His remarks were well received and his 
address in general was timely and to the point, for there 
are far too many association members who are incline 
to leave the detail work to a few. 

Mr. Shapleigh’s address on “Credits,” was a masterly 
effort, and a clear and forceful exposition of the re- 
quirements of a merchant to obtain credit with those 
who sell him goods. Character and honesty, energy 
and ability, he said, were a business man’s greatest as- 
sets. Mr. Shapleigh’s address treated of business suc- 
cess from practically every angle. It was much enjoyed 
by all who heard it. 








Ir 1s a question, says an exchange, as to whether 
“special” sale days and “cut prices for this day only” 
are a paying proposition to the dealer or 
not. The object, however, of making 
“special” prices is to draw custom to the 
store, not merely to sell the article or 
articles marked down, but to induce the customer to 
buy other goods whereby the profits can be equalized, 
and what is lost by selling the cut-price goods can be 
made up in the profit on the others. This in theory 
sounds well, but in practice does it pan out? Many 
dealers who lead themselves to believe that the “spe- 
cial” sale is a trade catcher, include the argument that 
if they do lose a little money by it, the loss is more 
than offset by advertising the store. This is a loop- 
hole out of which they can squirm if they find that 
the loss on the sale of the “specials” is greater than 
the profits on the regular goods, but the loss is there 
nevertheless, and the fact that the store has had the 
right kind of advertising is in doubt. 

There are dealers who have made a practice of hav- 
ing special sale days of standard lines of goods and 
have advertised these goods at and below cost, with 
a view of stimulating business. The sales on these 
days, no doubt, did increase, but much of the goods 
sold went into the stocks of competitive dealers who 
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keep a string of buyers at the counters taking the 
“below-cost” articles. These buyers, as a majority 
in all such cases, took only the advertised goods, and 
in the end the “cut-price” dealers increased cash on 
hand as well as loss of money. 

This may be chatged to advertising, but it is adver- 
tising that brings poor returns. It advertises the 
“cutters” among their fellow dealers, and it adver- 
tises them among the wholesalers and manufacturers, 
not in a way that is apt to instill confidence and liberal 
credit. It must be conceded that “special” ‘sales of 
standard lines of goods are not paying propositions, 
and that the loss in profit occasioned cannot be offset 
by the sale of other lines. Every article sold must 
show a profit, and every sale at cost and less can 
never be regained. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Retiring President Lewis C. Abbott of the lowa Re- 
tail Hardware Assn., is probably as well posted on mat- 
ters pertaining to the retail hardware business as any 
member of the craft in the country today. No doubt 
this is the reason why he is so frequently given charge 
of the question box at the convention of his associa- 
tion. When “Lew.” Abbott “falls down” on a ques- 
tion put up by a member it is almost a safe bet that 
most of the other members will do likewise. But 
“Lew.” met his Waterloo at the Iowa convention this 
time, and it happened that the other members met 
theirs also, for the simplest kind of a question was 
sprung on him, but there was nothing doing with an 
answer. The members of the association had thrashed 
out almost every questionable matter that they could 
dig up (I say, questionable, advisedly, for I don’t sup- 
pose that’ unquestionable things would occupy the 
minds of the Iowa hardware merchants, much less the 
mind of their popular president), and Mr. Abbott was 
making a strong appeal to the members for any other 
questions which they might have up their sleeves, en- 
deavoring to get a response to his repeated interroga- 
tion: “Are there any other questions ?” when suddenly 
from the rear of the convention hall a lady’s voice 
caused all the members to sit erect and give ear to her 
interpellation. The lady was recognized at once by 
everyone present as the good wife of President Abbott. 
“May I be permitted to offer a question for solution ?” 
interposed Mrs. Abbott. “Most assuredly,” was the 
response from the chair, with which, of course, there 
was unanimous agreement. “Well, then,” continued 
Mrs. Abbott, “I would like to ask how often the hard- 
ware merchants present go down to their places of 
business on Sunday afternoons to place orders with 
salesmen?” Ah! There was the rub! For an instant 
there was “silence deep as death, and the boldest held 
his breath, for a time.” Would you believe it, there 
was not a man present in that convention hall who was 
gallant enough to offer an answer to Mrs. Abbott’s 
“timely” query! Even the President himself refused 
to commit himself, for what reason I am unable, of 
course, to decide. It must be admitted, however, that 
the traveling salesman is always ready to help the 
dealer “out of a hole” by breaking away from his 
hotel at nights and on Sunday afternoons to accommo- 
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date his customer in straightening out his order and 
doing anything he can to relieve him of any work 
which could better be done at night or on Sundays than 
in the busy hours of the day.

STOVE CRATING CASE CREATES INTEREST. 





Stove manufacturers in Southern territory had 
their innings on February 18 in the hearing regarding 
crating before the Virginia State Corporation Com- 
mission at Richmond, the petitioning railroads con- 
cluding the presentation of their direct testimony. 
Representatives of a Richmond company presented 
figures which were widely at variance with those of 
the railroad men who had been on the stand. In sup- 
port of the request of the railroads to have an addi- 
tion to the Virginia freight classification requiring the 
crating of stoves shipped im less than carload lots, W. 
H. Gatchell, superintendent of transfers for the 
Southern Railway was called to the stand. C. V. 
Meredith, for the stove people, in cross-examina- 
tion, brought out several very low freight charges 
in Mr. Gatchell’s previously offered statement, and 
in one respect at least the witness said there was 
evidently a mistake. Further attention was paid to 
the correspondence between L. Green, freight traffic 
manager of the Southern Railway, and _ repre- 
sentatives of the southern stove manufacturers, car- 
ried on at the time that a similar request was before 
the Tennessee Railroad Commission. Mr. Gatchell 
read a letter written by Mr. Green to a stove company 
in Atlanta, Ga., and in return Mr. Meredith presented 
a letter written to Mr. Green by E. C. Hanrahan, Sec- 
retary of the National Association of Stove Manufac- 
turers. The latter referred to a statement covering 
the shipment of 1,250,000 stoves, in which there ap- 
peared to be 32 per cent greater loss from breakage of 
crated than of uncrated stoves. 

G. B. Browder, assistant freight traffic manager 
for the Southern Railway, at Washington, who had 
served on a uniform classification committee of the 
railroads, testified that the section desired to be added 
to the Virginia classification as to stoves was identical 
with a rule recently promulgated by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. On cross-examination, Mr. 
Browder said that these rules were gotten up by the 
railroads, and were given out by the commission after 
notice had been served on the public. He had heard 
of no contest as to this ruling so far. It referred to 
the southern states. In the western district stoves are 

not required to be crated, while in the eastern there 
are different ratings on crated and uncrated stoves. 
C. W. Toliver, agent of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad, at Birmingham, Ala., made an explanation 
of his previous testimony regarding the shipment of 
stoves said to have been uncrated in violation of the 
interstate rules. This ended the testimony for the 
Southern, and the Norfolk and Western had its turn. 
W. S. Battle, Jr., general claim agent, was examined 
by Lucian H. Cooke, general counsel for the road. His 
line, said Mr. Battle, had paid out last year in dam- 
age to stoves, the sum of $4,751.28. Of this, $636.45 
was on intrastate business. The revenue from the 
handling of stoves was $36,600, $10,200 of this being 
intrastate. Thirteen per cent of the entire revenue— 
6 per cent of the intrastate revenue and 15 per cent 
of the interstate revenue—was paid out in damages. 
The evidence of A. C. Kenley, freight superintendent 
of the Atlantic Coast Line was along the same line, 
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tending to show the greater liability to breakage when 
stoves are uncrated than when they are crated. This 
closed the railroads’ case. Two witnesses for the 
stove manufacturers produced figures covering many 
shipments to show that the loss from breakage of 
uncrated stoves was insignificant. They also told of 
the methods of manufacture of southern stoves, to 
show that the completed articles are not nearly so 
fragile as had been represented by the railroads.

Cal., attended the annual meeting of the Southern Cal- 
ifornia Hardware and Implement Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, in Los Angeles, Cal., on February 15. Both Mr. 
McKinney and Mr. Bennett were elected members of 
the executive committee.

ders. Du Pont Smokeless can be loaded just as easily 


and safely as black powder, it is stated. 


Paint manufacturers are encountering numerous ob- 
stacles in their effort to bring about the repeal of the 
Iowa law requiring the formulas for all paints to be 
placed on the can or vessel in which the paint is sold. 
The Iowa senate committee on commerce and retail 
trade, which has had the bill under consideration for 
two weeks, has decided to report it out to the senate 
with the recommendation that it be killed. The paint 
manufacturers in supporting the McColl measure, de- 
clared that it is unjust and unfair for the state of 
Iowa to make them reveal their formulas and thus per- 
mit wholesale imitations and copying. They claim 
that their formulas are their property and should be 
protected. W. B. Barney, Iowa state food and dairy 
commissioner, opposed the bill on the ground that it 
removed from the statute books all laws which gave 
the state a chance to check up on the paint dealers. 
He also maintained that the present law is a good one.

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lowa Hardware Men Meet. 








What is credited with being the most successful con- 
vention held in the history of the Iowa Retail Hard- 
ware Association, was the 13th annual meeting held at 
Des Moines, on February 21, 22, 23 and 24. More 
than 500 members were in attendance, and attention 
and enthusiasm were manifested to a marked degree 
at every session. The hardware exhibition held in 
connection with the convention was well patronized by 
the visitors. The exhibition was held in the Des 
Moines Coliseum, the convention sessions being held 
in the assembly room of that spacious structure. 





The first session of the convention was held on 
Tuesday afternoon, February 21, and was an open one. 
E. T. Meredith, President of the Des Moines Com- 
mercial Club, delivered the address of welcome to the 
visiting hardware dealers. 

“Sell your brains to yourself,” was the advice given 
by Mr. Meredith. He told the hardware men that a 
Greater Iowa spirit should be cultivated. He told them 
of the possibilities of a short course bill on the general 
welfare of the state and also indirectly on the business 
of the hardware dealer. He pointed to the motto hung 
in the assembly room which said, “Every man in this 
room can tell you something you do not know. Get 
acquainted with him.” “You should take that advice 
to heart,” said Mr. Meredith. 

A very pleasing feature of the opening session was 
the presentation to Lewis C. Abbott, Marshalltown, 
President of the association, of a magnificent ivory 
gavel, silver mounted. The gavel was given to Presi- 
dent Abbott by the association in recognition of the 
very valuable services rendered to the body by him. 
President Abbott made a very graceful acknowledg- 
ment of the gift and said that he would prize it as one 
of his chief treasures. 

In his response to the address of welcome, President 
Abbott told the hardware men that Marshall county, 
Iowa had appropriated $2,000 every year for three 
years for agricultural extension work. He thanked 
Mr. Meredith for the hearty welcome given to the 
association on the part of the boosters. 

President Abbott then gave his annual address, 
which was as follows: ' 

Address of President Abbott. 
Brother Hardware Dealers: 

We are together once more. We are here for what? To 
improve business conditions, to extend our business acquaint- 
ance, and develop in our extensive way the interests of re- 
tail merchandising in Iowa. 

We also have with us the manufacturer, jobber and their 
representatives. They have displayed, in the large audito- 
rium in this building, products of their brain and labor. 
Many articles are new, others we have seen before, but vast- 
ly improved. This feature of our convention is in itself an 
education and well worth your time in a thorough examina- 
tion. These exhibitors have always found that not only is 
the idea profitable but the large acquaintance they gather is 
an asset that proves a future profit and a benefit to their busi- 


ness, 





We as dealers handle their products and it certainly wi)! 
be thoroughly appreciated by the association and exhibitors 
if all of us will take a keen interest and if possible mak: 
some of our purchases some time during the session. Not 
that it is the desire of the board that any member be influ- 
enced to purchase because of this request, but if you know 
that these lines, or any part of them are necessary to your 
business this year, the boys in charge will very much appre- 
ciate these courtesies. 

A question of anxiety, or rather a problem hard for th: 
office to work out, is facing us annually, and that is the lack 
of interest on the part of our members in active associatio: 
work, I sincerely hope, gentlemen, that you will all attend 
every session of this convention. The hours are not long 
and the program is one of interest to us all. And we need 
not only -your presence but your active co-operation in the 
business before us. You must not leave the detail work t

the few. Criticism is too often severe when the question is 
not thoroughly understood. 

We don’t want to use the megaphone this year. I don't 
believe it is a lack of interest, but rather a lack of encourage- 
ment. No officer and his staff ever won a battle without the 
men behind them. No battle ship ever won a wreath of vic- 
tory without the “man behind the gun,” and the stoker, and 
the engineer. We have always had a large convention, now 
let’s make this a record breaker in attendance at the business 
sessions. 

This is our thirteenth annual gathering, the seventh ses 
sion I have attended, and I look forward every year to this 
meeting. Why? Because this Iowa association has proven 
the past seven years an education to me and my business. It 
has developed ideas that I have installed that have been prof- 
itable in my trade relations. 

I am not going to say much on association work, finances, 
etc. Secretary Sale has this all well prepared. But as this 
is my opportunity to say so, | want to express to you all my 
thorough appreciation of your courtesy, support and encour- 
agement during my two terms as your president. You who 
have never held the position cannot realize the number of 
small details presented for settlement and adjustment, Some 
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unreasonable, and under the heat of excitement, very critical, 
but on the whole the two years have been very free from any 
complaints that have not, within the bounds of possibility, 
heen adjusted satisfactorily. 

The Executive Board have been thorough in their work, 
have responded promptly to all calls for Board meetings and 
committee work. 

It is unnecessary to state that Secretary Sale has been 
at the helm constantly, in fact, he has somewhat overdone it, 
and the future Board should make arrangements for an as- 
sistant capable of relieving him of some of the detail work 
(this referring to both the hardware and insurance depart- 
ment). 

You are all familiar with the Parcels Post bill up to date. 
No bill will be presented at this session, but it is hard to 
guess what may spring up when Congress reorganizes on 
March 4 next. Our association has been very active the 
past four or five months working against this bill and I fully 
believe that we have, in a measure, been effective in our re- 
monstrance. 

Our only channel of publicity to present our side of the 
question has been through the trade papers and our organ- 
ized chain of merchants. By “our side” I mean the side of 
justice and fair play—what is the best for us all, the life of

the village, town and growing western states. A live town 
means a growing and successful farming community, a mar- 
ket for exchange of products, successful government, low 
taxes, good roads, and most important, a free public system 
of education. How easy it is for men high in public service 
to pass judgment on important legislation, and how few of 
them thoroughly investigate conditions and the effect it 
might have, before so doing. 

The best thing that could possibly happen to this gov- 
ernment would be to move the national capital nearer the 
people. Get it away from the influence of capital and get 
the full effects of production. Ninety per cent of the people 
work hard for a living, all are distributors and many are 
producers. If the government wishes to give the people 
something of benefit to us all, one cent letter postage would 
reach the masses rather than reducing the carrying charges 
on unprofitable merchandise. 

I want to urge upon the Resolutions Committee to strong- 
ly endorse one cent postage, removal of the Postal Service 
from politics, and higher postage rates for magazines. 

Give these fellows that the government is subsidizing 
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something to fight and talk about, that affects their own 
unreasonable demands rather than recommend a measure 
that would wreck the system of merchandise distribution. 

Again, brother dealers, just a word from your officers. 
We thank you for your generous criticism in the manage- 
ment of this association work. We have tried to live up to 
the responsibility and to our successors. We know you will 
extend to them the loyal support and same encouragement 
you have to us. 


The report of Secretary-Treasurer A. R. Sale 
showed the association to be in a most prosperous con- 
dition, there being a satisfactory surplus in the 
treasury.

The feature of this meeting was a 
very able address on “Credits,” made by A. L. Shap- 
leigh of the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Co., St. 
Louis. Mr. Shapleigh told the Iowa hardware men 
that their reputations for business integrity were better 
than those of any other state in the union. “Every

man who conducts his business along the right lines 
need never trouble himself about his credit,” said the 
speaker. Mr. Shapleigh’s address follows: 


Address of A. L. Shapleigh—*‘Credits.”’ 

When I was invited by your secretary to be present 
and make an address to you on this occasion, I did not know 
that I was coming to a city, which my friend, Mr. Henry 
Miller, vice president, and General Manager of the Wabash 
Railroad, told me at luncheon the other day, was the most 
beautiful city in Iowa. From what little I have seen of Des 
Moines since this morning I am quite convinced that his 
judgment is good, or otherwise Iowa must possess many 
places of wonderful beauty. 

Your state is remarkable in many ways. The census 
report just out shows that land values have increased in 
Iowa, since 1900, 122 per cent. This is the highest increase 
in value as yet announced for any state. Illinois comes sec- 
ond, 106 per cent, and Missouri 104 per cent. 

I am also told that-in Iowa there is not a single point in 
the state that is as far as 15 miles from a railroad. The rail- 
road map looks almost like a piece of 6x6 mesh hardware 
cloth. 

If the revered founder of our country, whose birthday 
anniversary. we celebrate today, could look upon us now, his 
heart would swell with joy and pride at the wonderful 
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growth in wealth and civilization of the great Republic which 
has sprung from the original thirteen colonies. Long ma, 
his-memory be the most precious heritage of our people. 

The topic that you have assigned to me as my subject is 
a very dry one, and | doubt if there is much that I could say 
that is not already known to most of you, and perhaps better 
known than I can express. 

It seems to me it might be well to first discuss how one 
can establish credit. What is the most important factor that 
one must possess in order to obtain credit? Can he obtain 
credit if he has good character alone and a reputation for 
honesty and intelligence, or does he need something more 
tangible than that? My answer to that question would be 
that the greatest asset any man can possess is the asset of 
good character and undoubted honesty, together with dili- 
gence and ability. With these qualities and a small amount 
of money he can always obtain credit which should be ade- 
quate for his needs, for such a man would not ask more 
credit than he would justly be entitled to. Without character, 
but with more money, another man would not fare nearly as 
well, 

Reasonable credit being granted him, how then shall he 
maintain it? A man entering into business is a good deal 
like a piece of machinery, say perhaps an aeroplane. It is 
not usually so difficult to make a start as it is to keep going 
smoothly, satisfactorily and profitably. 

Let us then look to the means by which, having once started, 
a merchant may make his progress continuous and profit- 
able, for without profit he cannot well continue. First of all 
he must be careful that his business is a well balanced busi- 
ness; that is to say, he should not have too much money 
invested in real estate in proportion to his other assets. Sec- 
ond, he should not have too much money out in open ac- 
counts receivable as compared to his merchandise stock on 
hand. Third, he should not have too much merchandise on 
hand as compared with the annual business which he does. 

A well-balanced business should have of liquid assets, 
and by that I mean good accounts receivable, cash on hand 
and clean merchandise, an amount certainly equal to twice 
the amount of his debts. Don’t count your fixtures as part 
of your merchandise, for, in liquidating they won’t bring 2) 
cents on the dollar. This or a greater proportion of 
liquid assets will enable a man to buy with confidence, and 
he should always be able to discount his bills—no mean 
source of income in itself being equivalent to lending money 
at the rate of 15 per cent per annum. Besides, it makes the 
jobber want your business bad enough to always give you 
the best he has. x 

Many of your Iowa merchants are in this condition, 
but in Iowa, as elsewhere, every one is not so fortunate. 
Let us consider the case of a man whose capital is more 
limited and who of necessity is obliged to use the greatest 
care in the handling of his business so as to produce satis- 
factory results. To such a merchant I would say, first of all, 
“How about your buying?” 

There are several points in buying of greatest importance 
that should be observed by every hardware dealer who hopes 
for success. First of all, is to buy goods of good quality, 
because on such goods he can best build up his business. 
Second, is to buy goods with a name and a reputaion, be- 
cause such goods are easier to sell and don’t stay long on 
your shelves. Third, is to buy goods on which you can 
make a satisfactory profit, and by that I mean not such 
goods as are usually sold by catalogue houses, department 
stores or junk shops. If you adopt some well known brand 
of tools, for example, select one in preference over which 
you can obtain control, for then when you have built up 
your business you are in a positon to hold it against other 
competitors by reason of controlling the line of goods you are 
handling. 

Do not scatter your purchases too much—make up your 
mind carefully as to what jobber can best serve you, and 
then’ stick to him. Every separate shipment costs you a 
little extra and it comes out of the profit. It will then 
be to his interest to hlep you if you should need help, and 
he will do it. If you are satisfied with a line, it will pay 
you to concentrate on that line and push it. If you buy from 
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too many sources, you are apt to have a mixed up stock and 
before you know it you will have more goods than you 
need or can use. Keep your assortment up on staple goods 
and get the reputation of having what your customer wants 
when he calls for it. 

Do not buy more stock than you can use, as all dead 
stock on your shelves costs you interest to carry it, which 
is an expense you can readily avoid by careful attention. 
In these days of rapid transit it is much better for a 
merchant to buy frequently and buy in small quantities. 

By means of the package car service on the Wabash 
and Burlington roads from St. Louis and other jobbing 
centers to Iowa points, freight should arrive and usually 
does arrive some time during the second day out at all 
Iowa points. In the city of Des Moines and some other 
Iowa points the package cars are scheduled to arrive on 
the afternoon of the first day following departure from St. 
Louis, so as to deliver freight on the second morning with 
regularity. 

I had a case recently in St. Louis where a merchant 
claimed that he could not make any money. Upon investi- 
gation I found he had a stock of goods on hand of about 
$16,000 and his annual sales were only $30,000. He could 
have done just as much business on a merchandise stock of 
$8,000. He had allowed his stock to accumulate because he 
had not been firm and determined in selling out at what- 
ever prices goods which did not move. There is’ no mistake 
in business or in life so serious as the mistake of misleading 
yourself. If you have unsalable goods, get rid of them— 
they are costing you money all the time you hold them. 
They are like a horse that is not used, but which eats his 
daily ration of oats and hay, which costs you money. So 
it is with interest piling up continuously on dead and un- 
salable stock. A merchant in Iowa should be the last mer- 
chant anywhere in the hardware line to carry an over stock 
of goods, for the reason he is so closely in touch with 
the largest hardware market in the world, St. Louis, and 
the next largest, Chicago, and your own excellent jobbers 
near by. Deliveries are made promptly from both these 
points. One of the principal functions of the large jobber 
is tc be in position at all times to supply the retailer promptly 
from his stock and to fill the retailer’s order full and com- 
plete. In other words, to give him good service. As a rule 
you do not pay him any more when you buy in small quan- 
tities than you do when buying in large quan- 
tities, and a good jobber does not want to sell you more 
at any one time than your business can readily take care of. 
Let the jobber carry for you whatever stock you do not 
need actively in your business and order from him as your 
wants demand. 

Talk about your own goods—see that your clerks are 
posted on the special points of the goods you sell. This is 
the more easy now as some jobbers put up their goods with 
“special talking points for clerks’ packed in the box. Above 
all, extend courteous treatment to every one who enters your 
store—whether to buy or to kick. No other thing will ad- 
vertise you as well. 

When you have received your goods be sure that you 
ask such a price that will yield you a fair profit, and be sure 
to get your price or don’t sell, If you are doing a business 
of $20,000 a year and your expenses of all kinds for sal- 
aries, rent, insurance, interest and sundries amount to $5,000, 
it is costing you 20 per cent of your sales to do your business 
and break even; consequently you must at least average 20 
per cent profit on the selling price of your goods to come 
out whole. Mind, I say on the selling price—not the cost. 
If an article costs you 80 cents and you sell it for $1, you 
are not making 25 per cent on your sale; you are only mak- 
ing 20 per cent. If you figure your percentage of expense 
on your sales, you must figure your per cent of profit on 
them also, or you will be misled. 

I knew a large house once that could not understand 
why they didn’t make money. Their expense of doing busi- 
ness was 18 per cent, and as they figured it, they were getting 
20 per cent profit on the goods, but they were figuring their 
percentage of expense as against their sales, and they were 
figuring their profits on the cost of the goods. As I said be- 
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fore, if you should buy an article for 80 cents and sell it 
for $1, you make 20 per cent on the selling price, or a profit 
of 20 cents; but you make a profit of 25 per cent on the cost 
price, so if your expense of doing business is-20 per cent on 
your sales, you are not making,any money—you are only 
breaking even. With an expense account of 18 per.cent on 
your sales, you must get a profit of more than 22 per cent on 
your cost to come out ahead—if 16 per cent expense over 
19.05 per cent on cost, etc. 

It is important to buy your goods right. It is important 
to sell your goods right, but after you have done both of 
these well, what does it amount to unless you collect your 
money? I believe that the most important thing in connec- 
tion with the retail hardware business is to be good collectors 
A merchant who is afraid to ask his customers to pay is not 
a good merchant, and he is just as much a commercial cow 
ard aS he merchant who is afraid to ask a reasonable profit 
for h¥S goods. [ have been in the hardware business for 
nearly thirty years handling credits, and my experience is 
that the great majority of failures are caused from the one 
fact ‘that the men running the business were not good 
collectors. When they failed it would be found that of large 
amounts outstanding on their books, sometimes not more 
than 20 or 30 per cent of it would be collected at all. 

My attention was brought a few days ago to a circular 
just issued by the Association of Utah Credit Men: 

“To Our Patrons: 

“We are not bankers, we are merchants who sell 
goods on stated terms and credit, and we need our 
capital in our business. When bills against us are due 
we have to pay them promptly. When our bills against 
others are due, we want them paid. 

“Our patrons have the privilege of either paying 
them so as to secure discount within a stated time, or 
paying them at maturity. If the bills become overdue, it 
is fair that we should have interest on the amounts not 
paid, and after January 1, 1911, interest will be charged 
on past due accounts at the rate of 12 per cent per 
annum. 

“We belong to the Utah Association of Credit Men 
whose members have adopted this rule.” 

I do not think it is necessary in Iowa to send out as 
strong a circular as the above, and your interest rates are 
not as high as they are in Utah, but I do recommend that 
you have brought to your personal attention every month a 
list of all accounts overdue, and then go after them. Do 
not be afraid of losing their business. No man’s trade is of 
value unless he pays his debts; you must collect your ac- 
counts or soon you won't be able to pay your debts. Never 
mind about the other accounts—they will take care of them- 
selves, but give your personal attention to every account that 
ought to be paid and is not paid. 

I have a very slight acquaintance with the accounts of 
the merchants in Iowa and the reason of it is that my atten- 
tion is only drawn to those accounts which are behind. | 
tell our credit men I do not want my time taken up with 
any of the others 

Are your books kept right? Are they kept up to date? 
Do you at the end of each month know how many goods 
you sold for the previous month and how mauch it cost you 
to -sell those goods? Can you tell without these figures 
whether you are gaining or losing ground? It is important 
to keep close touch on your business by monthly record of 
sales and expenses. With the knowledge of your average 
profit you can tell very closely how your business is run 
ning. Without it you are utterly at sea 

Next to the lack of diligence in collecting, I should say 
that want of adequate fire insurance was a most fruitful 
source of failure. Some men have a natural aversion for 
paying out money for protection against fire. It is a mis 
take and a great mistake, and it would be a greater mistake 
in Iowa, where your fire insurance can be had practically at 
cost. I understand that your excellent Mutual Fire Insurance 
Association paid a 50 per cent dividend for 1910. I recom 
mend that all merchants be most careful to carry insurance 
of at least not less than 80 per cent of the total value of their 
merchandise. 
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Do you take an inventory every year so that you may 
know exactly where you stand? Do you count dead stock at 
its actual salable value or at its cost? Without it all is 
guesswork. If you take your inventory and balance your 
books at the end of each year and figure out your net worth, 
you know absolutely whether you are gaining or losing. If 
you are losing, something is wrong with either you or your 
business, and if you don’t know you are losing, how can you 
correct matters? By all means take an absolute inventory 
every year and don’t guess at how much you have on hand. 
Study your inventory, cut out the unsalable stuff, if any. 
Get rid of it, for it is costing you money every day you 
carry it. 

Always be frank with your banker or your jobber. If he 
inquires, tell him exactly how your business is running and 
tell him all about it. If it is not going to suit you, he will do 
his best to help you. His interest and yours are mutual and 
it is his duty and I know it is his pleasure to be of help 
where he can. 

I wish to compliment the hardware merchants of Iowa 
generally at the successful way in which they run the credit 
end of their business. Such remarks as I have made I do 
not think are necessary to be addressed to the Iowa hard- 
ware men. 

The losses of our house in Iowa for the past year on 
business done in Towa were about one-tenth of 1 percent of 
our sales, notwithstanding the fact that we did the largest 
volume of business in this state that we have ever done. 

There is surely very little trouble with respect to credits 
in dealing with the honest man, and most men are honest. It 
is necessary, however, to have laws for the government of all 
mankind, but it is especially necessary to have laws which 
will safeguard and uphold the honest man and provide proper 
punishment for those who attempt dishonest methods. In 
this connection, many states have a law known as the “bulk 
sales law.” It makes void a sale of a stock in bulk without 
first giving due notice to creditors. In other words, a man 
owing debts cannot sell out his merchandise, get the money 
for it in cash and then skip out. Iowa ought to have this 
law. There are forty states in the Union which have this 
law. There are only eight states which do not have it. It 
has worked well wherever tried. If such a law were adopted 
here you could never have a case such as I knew of recently. 
A man sold out his goods and pocketed the money. A meet- 
ing of his creditors was called and he appeared among them. 
He said, “Gentlemen, here I am; I have nothing for you. I 
don’t see how you can get anything unless you want to cut 


me up and divide me among you.” “Mr. Chairman,” spoke a 
creditor, “I move we cut Mr. Broke up—I for one would like 
his ‘gall.’” 


Some states also have laws making it a crime punish- 
able by imprisonment for making a false property statement. 
The result is that in Illinois property statements are usually 
correct and not colored to suit the makers’ desires. It seems 
the jails in Illinois are not desirable places of residence or the 
Illinois character shrinks from making a false report. 

I thank you for your attention. 

After Mr. Shapleigh had concluded, President Ab- 
bott took occasion to state that Mr. Shapleigh’s address 
was very interesting; coming as it did, from a man who 
has had 30 years’ experience in the line of credit in the 
jobbing trade. 

“We have with us to-day,” said President Abbott, 
the representative of a leading trade paper, Mr. Daniel 
Stern, of THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, of Chicago. There 
is no greater pleasure we can get than to meet in asso- 
ciation and in close contact these men who represent the 
trade journals. We have always been pleased to have 
with us the representatives of these journals. I have 
the pleasure of introducing Mr. Daniel Stern. 

Mr. Stern’s Remarks. 

Mr. President and members of the Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association: 

It gives me great pleasure to again face you. It has 
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been quite a pleasure to me to attend every annual cor, 
vention you have held in 13 years, with the exception 0: 
the last one, when I was too ill to attend. It is quite ; 
pleasure to notice the growth of this association. It wa; 
only 13 years ago, when a handful of hardware dealer. 
met to form the nucleus of what is now this grand organ 
ization. Your organization has flourished, not only be 
cause you are large in numbers, but because you haye 
an interest in your association and its business, and because 
you manifest enthusiasm in your gatherings, and because 
you attend your meetings. 

I have attended many meetings, but I believe I have 
never before met as large a gathering of hardware dealers 
in any association in any state. 

Of course, the retail hardware people read the trade 
papers, and they speak of enormous gatherings and the 
remarkable enthusiasm and great success at their meetings, 
but unfortunately this is not always true, and it stands out 
in bold relief to find that the Iowa Association members 
do attend its meetings. 

It is only a few days ago I had the pleasure of meet- 
ing your worthy president at a State Hardware Association 
convention at which this interest was not manifested, and 
there was no such enthusiasm, and it does one good to come 
to a state like Iowa, where ‘we find such enthusiasm in your 
gatherings. 

While I regret to call attention to this lack of euthusi- 
asm of a sister association, it.is but to remind you that 
you must continue your good work. You always have had 
good presiding officers and good secretaries, and that may 
account in some measure for your success. 

I do hope Iowa will continue to select among your live 
wires as efficient presiding officers as you have had. 

This reminds me that while we are today celebrating 
the anniversary of the first President of the United States. 
that many of you do not know who was the first president 
of this association—Mr. H. A. Cole, who formerly conducted 
a retail hardware store at Council Bluffs. I had the pleasure 
of meeting Mr. Cole yesterday, and he assured me he would 
be here tomorrow. He gathered with a handful of men, 
hardware merchants, in a small hall d: -onally opposite the 
Savery Hotel in this city, the entire building not holding a 
quarter of the men you have here today, the hall being 
used as a commercial college at the time, and this handful 
of men attended that meeting morning, noon and night in a 
two days’ session, when the thermometer ranged from 10 to 
20 below zero, and it has grown until you have now accom- 
plished what I actually believe to be the largest association 
of retail hardware men, and I hope you may continue to grow 
and prosper. Gentlemen, I thank you. (Applause.) 


President Abbott said that as he was going down the 
aisle he was introduced to Mr. J. H. Patt, of Creston, 
who had been in the hardware business in Iowa for 
58 years. 

Mr. Patt: I simply want to say that I have been in 
the hardware business in Iowa, only 37 years, but have 
been 58 years in the hardware business. 

Charles A. Ireland of Ionia, Mich., representing the 
National Retail Hardware Association, made a few 
remarks, and then the organization went into execu- 
tive session, proceeding at first to deal with the ques- 
tion box, which was conducted by George Haw, Jr., of 
Ottumwa, and F. W. Woodruff, of Correctionville. 
The reduction of expense in carrying on a retail hard- 
ware business was one of the chief topics discussed. 
Methods of figuring cost were also dwelt upon at 
length. 

Between 400 and 500 members of the association and 
visitors accepted the invitation of the Brown-Camp 
Hardware Co. and the Luthe Hardware Co. of Des 
Moines, to attend a theater party at the Orpheum 
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Theater, on Wednesday evening. A very enjoyable 
time was spent. 

The session of Thursday morning, February 23, was 
executive in character. The feature of this meeting 
was a Chalk talk and general discussion of hardware 
topics conducted by S. R. Miles of Mason City. “Only 
by advertising in the local newspapers and by intelli- 
gent application of the things learned here,” said Mr. 
Miles, “can the merchant in the town expect to gain 
success. It is not enough merely to understand the 
principles of good salesmanship and management, but 
the merchant must apply these principles to his own 
conditions, and he can do this only through exhaustive 
study.” Mr. Miles in the course of his remarks stated 
that in order to get some definite information regarding 
profits he had sent out 50 letters to various hardware 
retailers, asking what their selling prices were on twen- 
ty-five articles of hardware. The replies which Mr. 
Miles received convinced him that there is altogether 
too much guess work in the matter of profits among 
the retail hardware trade, there having been a very 
wide variation in the prices charged by these 50 re- 
tailers on certain specified articles. Mr. Miles’ chalk 
talk proved very instructive and interesting. 


At the executive session of Thursday afternoon, 
Charles A. Ireland, Ionia, Mich., First Vice-President 
of the National Retail Hardware Association, ad- 
dressed the convention. He spoke of the methods nec- 
essary to attain success in the hardware business. Mr. 
Ireland was followed by C. R. Keating of Mt. Ayr, 
Iowa, who reported on the last convention of the 
National association, The question box was then taken 
up and discussed until 3:30 o’clock, when there was an 
open session. T. G. Wylie, Railroad Commissioner of 
the Greater Des Moines Committee, spoke on “Railroad 
Rates.” Mr. Wylie was followed by E. G. Dunn, of 
Mason City, whose address was “Iowa.” 


The closing session of the convention was held on the 
morning of February 24, at which officers were elected.

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Texas Hardware Men Meet. 





The annual convention of the Retail Dealers’ Hard- 
ware and Implement Association of Texas, which was 
held at Houston on February 14, 15 and 16, was both 
pleasant and profitable for all who attended. It was 
the thirteenth annual meeting of the association, and 
the attendance was larger than at any previous meet- 
ing. 

The convention was called to order on Tuesday, 
February 14, by President Charles B. Smith of Belton, 
in the Houston auditorium. The welcoming address 
on behalf of the city was delivered by Commissioner 
J. Z. Haston, in the absence of Mayor Rice. It was 
responded to by D. E. Mead of Victoria, for the asso- 
ciation. ; 

The annual address of President Smith was replete 
with good advice to the retail dealers.- He said in 
part: 

“If there are a lot of men on earth today who should 
get together on prices, terms, outside competition, etc., 
it certainly is the hardware and implement dealers of 
each town and section. I have made it a rule ever to 
be on the most friendly terms with my competitor, and 
try always to bear in mind that he also has rights and 
is entitled to some trade. I attribute much of my suc- 
cess in business to my efforts at all times to maintain 
this spirit in my store. Generally we are our own 
worst enemies. We come to the annual convention 
and make a great noise about catalogue house and 
peddler competition, Parcels Post, cost accounting, 
freight rates, direct sales, etc., and then go home and 
immediately begin to tell our customers what a rascal 
our competitor is and see how low we can sell goods 
and live, instead of putting our heads together to im- 
prove prices and trade conditions in our own locality. 

“There are some men to whom it is ‘gall and worm- 
wood’ to see another man succeed. They presume at 
once that his gain is their loss and proceed forthwith 
to cut prices instead of adopting some of the success- 
ful man’s methods and aggressiveness. Cutting prices 
is not only silly, but it is dangerous. It is nonsense 
to cut a price because your fellow dealer does. You 
would not beat your wife because he did, and why 
should you commit suicide because he does, for petty 
jealousy and price-cutting are certain death to dealers 
who long persist in such tactics. 

‘Get together and rather let good fellowship abound. 

“Oftentimes the trouble you imagine lies with your 
competitor is really with the man you see in the look- 
ing glass. The man who quietly submits to an injus- 
tice will in the end reap the reward of an easy con- 
science as weil as enjoy the trade of the good people 
of his community. 

“Stop peeping through your competitor’s fence and 
throw the old tin cans out of your own yard. Don’t 
be afraid to ask a profit on your goods. The man who 
tries to meet every cut price will soon find it very hard 
to meet his bills. Is it worth while that we jostle a 





brother bearing his load on the rough road of life? 
Is it worth while that we jeer at each other in black- 
ness of heart? That we war to the knife? God 
pity us.” 

President Smith was followed by E. E. Mitchell of 
Little Rock, Ark., who spoke on the subject of “Local 
Clubs,” in which he suggested that hardware men, after 
the manner of other business and professional classes, 
organize themselves into local clubs and associations 
in their respective towns and districts and have meet- 
ings when questions bearing on their interests could be 
discussed. He maintained that in this way the rela- 
tion of merchant and farmer could be better under- 
stood and harmonious action sustained. 

A. B. Taber of Dallas urged the delegates to keep 
in touch with modern methods by studying the trade 
journals. 

A general discussion of conditions throughout the 
state was suggested by President Smith and a num- 
ber of the delegates took advantage of it. 

Bearing on collections and accounts, S. L. Erwin of 
Honey Grove, suggested that the association ask that 
the law requiring constables to have certificates of au- 
thority from the county clerk before attaching goods 
or property for debts, be repealed. Mr. Erwin re- 
cited the instance in his town where he attached a cus- 
tomer’s cotton, but before the constable could receive 
his certificate of authority from the county clerk at 
the county seat the creditor had sold the cotton. He 
said the law caused delays many times, which pre- 
vented the merchant from collecting his accounts. 

The association went on record as opposed to the 
present law regulating the sale of firearms in Texas, 
which, it is claimed, gives the mail order houses a mo- 
nopoly in this line, and a telegram was ordered sent to 
Austin asking the repeal of the present law and urging 
the enactment of the bill now pending which would re- 
store the sale of firearms to the hardware merchants 
and dealers. It was claimed that instead of prohibit- 
ing the sale of pistols the present law had a tendency 
to actually increase it by reason of the low prices made 
by the catalogue houses, and that the purpose and in- 
tent of the law had been defeated. A telegram em- 
bodying the views and wishes of the association was 
accordingly drafted and sent to the legislature. 

The association also took time to discuss and eon- 
demn the Cable Bill, also pending in the Texas leg- 
islature, and a telegram was sent urging that this bill 
be killed. The Cable Bill provides that when the place 
of payment is designated in a note the note becomes 
null and void. The question evoked considerable ar- 
gument, and it was stated that the constitutionality of 
the measure was in doubt and would likely be defeated 
if put to a test case. Opponents of the bill claimed 
that it would work hardships not only on merchants, 
but banks as well. For instance, it is believed that if 
the bill becomes a law it would be impossible for a 
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creditor to sue a customer or have a judgment ex- 
ecuted in the county where the creditor resided, and 
that in order to collect a judgment the creditor would 
have to follow the customer from county to county, 
as the case may be. This would be more expensive 
many times than the account. The present law rec- 
ognizes the validity of designating the place of pay- 
ment in a note, and the association urged that the law 
remain in force.

A lively contest for the 1912 convention developed 
at the opening of the second day’s session, the con- 
testants being Dallas and Waco. 

H. J. Hodge of Abilene, Kans., secretary of the 
National Federation, and A. R. Clay of Moody, Tex- 
as, discussed the question of “Cost Accounting.” 

In the report of the committee on farm machinery 
and implements read by S. J. Kennerly of Gaines- 
ville, the practice of politicians urging the manufacture 
of farm machinery in prisons and penitentiaries was 
condemned and declared detrimental to the interests 
of the manufacturer, jobber and retailer alike. The 
report was adopted unanimously. 





At the afternoon session of the second day, D. E. 
Schow of Clifton spoke on “Our Insurance Ex- 
change,” Bert Beall of Greenville, on “Should Deal- 
ers Buy from Manufacturers Who Sell to Catalogue 
Houses?” and George C. Bengener of Austin, on 
“Competition from Jobbers.” These addresses were 
made in executive session and the discussion follow- 
ing the address on catalogue houses called for some 
sharp and pointed comment. 

Other subjects treated of in papers and discussed 
were “A Peddlers’ Law,” J. M. Crook, Paris ; “Parcels 
Post and Its Effect,’ S. T. Harrison, Memphis; 
“Price Cutting Competition Among Dealers,” D. R. 
Le Master, McDade; “Express Rates,” Charles Hutch- 
ins; “Retail Advertising,” G. H. Collins, Greenville, 
and “Charity Advertising,” Will Leslie, Sherman. 

The association elected the following officers: 

President, Charles B. Smith, Belton. 

Vice President, John B. Lurner, Hillsboro. 

Directors, G. H. Collins, Greenville; J. D. Carroll, 
Quanah; W. H. Richardson, Jr., Austin; J. W. Orand, Whit- 
ney; B. K. Cason, Nacogdoches, and H. G. Hughes, Meridian. 

One of the features of the entertainment accorded 
the visitors was an informal Dutch luncheon at the 
Rice hotel. With one exception the hosts were all 
foreign concerns and individuals, interested in the 
hardware and implement trade. 

On a trip by boat down the Houston ship channel, 
the association held a final session and decided to 
change the name of the organization to the Texas 
Hardware and Implement Association. The board of 
directors selected Dallas as the place for holding the 
next annual convention, and named Henry Marti of 
Dallas as Secretary and Treasurer of the association.

FLOOR COLD AIR REGISTERS. 














To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
Pree | In connection with your discussion on the relative 
| merits of side wall and floor cold air registers I wish 
to offer the following: 

After considerable experience in the heating busi- 
ness in the Mississippi Valley, using both of the above 
mentioned systems on new installations and remodel- 
ing of old jobs, I have found they both give more sat- 
isfactory results here than an all outside air return 
job does. 

In my opinion it will always be a question of pref- 
erence with the heating contractor and of price with 
the customer which of the three systems is to be used, 
as either one properly planned will give satisfactory 
results, 

We have found that upon explaining to a prospect- 
ive customer the advantage in using sidewall faces for 
returns it often gave us the preference with the cus- 
tomer. 

Naturally a wall register cannot circulate as much 
dust as a floor register, because it is not placed where 
all the dust collects, namely, the lowest point gravita- 
tion can take it—the floor. 

On an all sidewall job you will use more faces or 
registers, thereby giving better circulation to the dif- 
ferent rooms or parts of the building, which in some 





prevents the draft so often spoken of where there are 
but one or two large return faces. 
Sidewall faces should not exceed 6 inches in height, 


as you get above the floor and to secure the best re- 


opening and not over 6 inches between the bottom and 
the top of the face. Such a job will have warm floors 
and no drafts.

The furnace dealer must first realize that to prop- 
erly plan and install the right kind of a warm air 
heating job, he must get a reasonable price to cover the 
cost and provide a profit.

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THE MODULATION SYSTEM OF STEAM 
HEATING. 





The objection most often voiced against the ordi- 
nary systems of direct steam heating is that they do 
not allow of close regulation of temperature. If the 
inlet valve at the radiator is opened on a mild day it 
is soon necessary to open a window because of the ex- 
cessive heat. Complete shut-off results in rapid cool- 
ing while if it is attempted to partially open the valve, 
water hammer, poor circulation and kindred troubles 
ensue. In two-pipe systems, the type most usually met 
with, there are two valves to be adjusted which add to 
the complexity and inefficiency. Aside from the dis- 
comfort involved in such experiences, there is always 
a waste in not being able to operate a heating system 
at its most economical point. The combination of a 
radiator with a full head of steam and an open window 
certainly does not make towards efficiency. The coal 
pile is being turned into heat units which are making 
their direct escape through the window. There is no 
possibility of modulating the temperature to conform 
with the variations in the weather. 

In hot water systems, on the other hand, tempera- 
ture modulation is the main consideration. By vary- 
ing the rate of combustion of coal in the heater the 
water may be given any degree of heat up to 212 de- 
grees with open tank systems. In the case of closed 
hot water installations it is possible to raise the tem- 
perature to about 240 degrees. In very severe weather 
the radiators can be maintained at nearly the same 
temperature as with low pressure steam systems, while 
in the spring and fall a banked fire will provide a mild 
degree of heat just sufficient to “take the chill off.” But 
a water system is phlegmatic in action. In case of a 
sudden cold snap it is impossible to heat up the mass of 
water in a hot water system quickly enough to prevent 
the building from cooling off to an uncomfortable de- 
gree. For similar reasons unexpectedly mild weather 
is likely to catch a hot-water system napping, so that 
it is necessary to open doors and windows to dispose of 
the heat fast enough for comfort. Piping and radia- 
tors must be considerably larger than with steam for 
the same size building with greater first cost and in- 
convenient bulkiness. 

A heating system to be satisfactory should embody 
the good points of steam and hot water heating, while 
avoiding the weaknesses of both. A system which 
combines the rapid and effective action of steam with 
the range of temperatures possible with hot water can- 
uot fail of giving satisfaction. Such a heating outfit 
not only creates personal comfort for the occupants of 
buildings but also works a decided economy in coal 
consumption. 

The modulation system of steam heating has now 
been in practical use for a period sufficiently long to 
show that it fills these exacting requirements most ac- 
ceptably. As its name implie§, it is a steam heating sys- 
tem with which it is possible to modulate the tempera- 
ture at each radiator. This is accomplished by means 
of an adjustable modulation valve on the intake end 
of the radiator and an automatic air and water valve on 
the discharge end. The latter permits the discharge 
of water back to the boiler, but prevents steam from 
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escaping, while the hand-operated modulation valve 
permits of the radiator being wholly or partially filled 
with steam, thus allowing the occupant to vary the 
temperature at will. A most attractive feature of this 
system is that the steam pressure carried need not be 
higher than about one and a half pounds, and usually 
one-half to one pound is ample even in very cold 
weather. The needless intensity of high-pressure 
steam is thus avoided. 

Another feature of excellence is the positive circu- 
lation obtained. The fact that the steam cannot escape 
to the return raisers until it has been condensed in the 
radiator insures a differential pressure between the 
supply and return sides of the system. The radiator 
condensation results in a reduction of pressure within 
the radiator that causes an inrush of steam whenever 
the modulation valve is opened. 

With this system the general operation is under the 
immediate control of the janitor or engineer in charge, 
but the temperature of individual rooms may be va- 
ried at the pleasure of the occupant. The steam gen- 
erated is thus enabled to do exactly the amount of 
heating desired, and no more coal need be burned than 
is absolutely required to insure comfort. The result is 
a satisfactory heating system operated at maximum 
economy. 

Its superiority over the older methods for medium- 
size and small buildings appears to be conclusively 
demonstrated. It has a field of its own quite apart 
from that of the vacuum system, which finds its best 
application in larger installations and for central sta- 
tion heating or scattered buildings.—Canadian Engi- 
neer,

In Fig. 206 the method of obtaining the return strip 
fitting around a drop and mitering against the tace of 
a bracket is shown. Let A B D C be the elevation of a 
part of a face of a bracket, and H J M a portion of 
the side, showing the connection between the side strip 
of the drop F E G and the face of the bracket. 

To state the case simply, E G is the profile, and / K

the miter line, because J K is the outline of the sur- 
face against which the side strip miters. Then follow- 
ing the rule, divide E G into any convenient number of 
parts in the usual manner, as shown by the small fig- 
ures, Produce H J, as shown by N P and on N P lay 
off a stretchout, through the points in which draw the 
usual measuring lines. 

From the points in the profile E G carry lines in the 
direction of the molding, that is, parallel to J K, inter- 
secting the face of the bracket J] K. Reverse the 
T-square, placing the blade parallel to the stretchout 
line-N P, and, bringing it successively against the 
points in J K, cut the corresponding measuring lines, 
as indicated by the dotted lines. Then a line traced 
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through these points of intersection, as shown by R 
O S, will be the pattern of a strip fitting around F E G 
and mitering against the irregular surface J K of the 
bracket face.

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REMOVING RUST. 








A simple method for removing rust from surfaces 
that are afterwards to be electro-plated (says the 
Brass World) consists in dipping the articles first into 
a strong hot potash bath for about half-an-hour, and 
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then immersing in a cold muriatic acid pickling so- 
lution, composed of two parts of water to one of acid. 
This removes the rust in a few minutes, leaving the 
metal apparently attacked but very little. The pre- 
vious soaking in the strong hot potash solution is re- 
sponsible for this rapid pickling, for without the pre- 
vious dipping 65 minutes are required by the acid 
bath, against four minutes when previously treated 
in the potash bath. Apparently a chemical reaction 
is set up, changing the character of the rust, soften- 
ing it, and making it readily soluble. The appearance 
of the rust as it comes from the potash kettle testifies 
to this, as it is black and soft, and may almost be 
rubbed off with the hand. The pieces that have been 
treated in the potash bath have a smooth and glossy 
finish.

HARDWARE. 

The hardware trade reports business unexpectedly 
good during the past week, with orders of large pro- 
portions being received from dealers, and a steady out- 
flow of staple and seasonable goods. There seems to 
be a very general belief that the spring trade will be 
unusually heavy. Prices have stiffened materially on 
a number of lines, notably sheet metal goods, and it 
is believed that still higher prices will be reached. 

The demand for wire nails is fairly good and cut 
nails are coming into better demand. With the ad- 
vent of spring builders’ hardware is in good request 
and liberal orders are being placed. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.75 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.85 per keg. The base price*is $1.90 for 
full carloads at the mill and $2 for less than carloads 
at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $2,00, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $2.00. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound, 
net. 





TIN PLATE. 

Specifications for tin plate are coming in to the mills 
freely on old contracts, being possibly stimulated by 
the 10-cent advance of February 4. New buying is 
light. The American, Sheet & Tin Plate Co. is op- 
erating approximately 200 mills, or 85 per cent of its 
235 mills, and will probably increase its operations in 
the next few weeks, although it is improbable that 
the full 235 mills will be operated, some of these be- 
ing “emergency” mills. In 1908 the maximum num- 
ber operated was 2f3, and in 1909, 202. 

The independents have 136 mills in regular op- 
erative condition, not counting a couple of plants long 
idle. Of these about 110 are operating, or 81 per 
cent. At one plant operating seven mills recently, 
five additional mills will be started next Monday, 
which alone will raise the percentage to 85 per cent. 
The idle mills are chiefly mills making specialties, par- 
ticularly high grade roofing plates, for which of course 
the demand is not keen at this particular season. These 
mills will no doubt limber up in due course and by May 
1 or earlier the whole 136 mills ought to be in op- 
eration. 

There is practically no discussion about prospective 
tin plate prices, for the price will depend upon the pig 
tin market, and there are no definite opinions on this 
subject. Any buyer can make his own predictions by 
watching the price of pig tin from day to day. In 
round figures, the present price was based upon 
40-cent tin, but this figure would not be made the basis 
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Report. 


for an advance of 10 cents in tin plates should pig 
tin rule at 45 cents. From previous prices it could be 
figured variously that the old price of tin plate was 
based upon tin at 37 to 42 cents, according to the pe- 
riod taken for comparison. As a general proposition 
it can be stated that pig tin at 48 to 50 cents would 
mean another advance in tin plate of either 10 or 15 
cents a box. 

The present price of tin plate to retailers, f. 0. b 
Chicago, is $8.90 for 1o0-pound tin plate 20x28. 





SHEETS. 

It is thought that there will be no change for the 
present in sheet steel prices. The sheet steel manu- 
facturers held an informal meeting in Pittsburgh last 
week, and reports indicated that present official prices 
were beifig better upheld than at any time in a year. 
The sheet steel plants are operating at approximate- 
ly 75 per cent of maximum capacity, which is a little 
under the state of operations of last spring, and about 
equal to the best rate of output attained during 1907, 
before the capacity had been expanded to its present 
proportions. 

The Chicago price to retailers is $3.75 out of store 
per 100 pounds No. 28 gauge, galvanized. 





COPPER. 


The week opened without any new features of im- 
portance in evidence in the copper situation. Trading 
was within small compass, both domestic and foreign 
consumers buying but little, and there was not much do- 
ing in a speculative way. The trade is hoping for better 
prices, but so far there are no indications of any mate- 
rial advance in the metal during the remainder of the 
month. Most of the large foundries are pretty well 
covered against recent orders. Stocks of copper 
abroad are pretty heavy. Upon Europe’s ability to 
take as much copper this year as it did last the course 
ef copper prices will largely depend. The London 
market on Thursday opened firm and closed steady 
with prices showing an advance of 5s 9d for futures, 
compared with the final figures of Friday. The local 
market is quiet with prices showing an advance of 
10 points, spot to April being offered at 12.30c with 
12.20c bid. 





TIN. 

The week opened with the tin market still rather 
unsettled and business in consequence dull. The Lon- 
don market was strong throughout Wednesday anc 
closed with spot showing an advance of £4 and fu- 
tures £2 5s above the final figures of last Friday 
On the call at the New York Metal Exchange there 
was not very much change in prices. Spot was stil! 
offered at 45c with 44c bid, but February was easier 
being 44c asked and 43.75¢ bid. 





IRON BARS. 


The market for iron bars is dull. 
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Quotations are as follows: $1.30@1.35 for refined 
bars and $1.25@1.30 for ordinary.

Business in aluminum is quiet and prices are un- 
changed.

The antimony market is more active and firmer in 
tone.

The 
London market is quoted at £29 for Hallett’s and 
£29 for ordinary brands. 


COKE. 


Most of the eastern coke furnaces have now cov- 
ered their requirements, and business is not as active 
as it was a short tinie ago. The output, however, is 
increasing. 

For standard Connellsville 72-hour foundry coke 
$2.00@2.25 is quoted for shipments over first half of 
this year. Standard 48-hour Connellsville coke is 
quoted at $1.55@1.65 for shipment over the next six 
months. 


PIG IRON. 


The center of interest in the iron and steel situation 
in Pittsburgh has swung to pig iron. Finished steel 
lines have reached normal, crude steel plants have at- 
tained their maximum capacity during the past week, 
and the movement in pig iron, which has been grow- 
ing in volume ever since the opening of February, 
promises to produce a distinct betterment in prices and 
tonnage by the opening of March. 

As a result of large purchases of northern and 
southern iron by Chicago district interests, the selling 
of southern iron into the third quarter at $11, Bir- 
mingham, has ceased, and that quotation is being made 
in the South only for early deliveries. On more ex- 
tended deliveries, $11.50, Birmingham, was being 
quoted at the close of the week. In valleys and lake 
territory, efforts to contract for large tonnages of 
basic and foundry irons into the third quarter of the 
year at present price levels failed, and had the further 
effect of strengthening price levels on prompt iron in 
the western Pennsylvania and northern Ohio sections. 

Valley interests during the week marked their ask- 
ing price for basic, prompt or nearby deliveries, up 
to $14, furnace. Some small tonnages of spot basic, 
probably can still be picked up at $13.75, valleys, but 
there is no more iron of that grade to be had at $13.50, 
the price openly quoted at the opening of the month, In 
No. 2 foundry iron, practically all of last week’s move- 
ment was on a basis of $14, furnace, for either prompt 
or future deliveries, as against $13.75, furnace, a 
week ago. 

Malleable, which sold at $13.25 and $13.50 early 
in the month, advanced to a firm minimum of $13.75, 
furnace. Bessemer remained pegged at $15, valley 
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furnace, but available only on limited tonnages for 
forward delivery. 

The aggregate of the week’s trading in Pittsburgh 
and the lake districts was not large—20,000 tons prob- 
ably covering actual sales in this territory. The pur- 
chase of 150,000 tons of Nos. 2 and 3 and basic in 
the West, the bulk of it by two consumers, was largely 
responsible for the better tone. Sales in Pittsburgh 
territory included 3,000 tons to a Canton, Ohio, con- 
sumer, standard basic, deliveries to July 1, at $14.50, 
delivered, which was on a basis of $14, valley fur- 
nace, though the sale netted the producer a shade less 
than this figure, owing to a freight handicap. One 
sale of 1,500 tons of bessemer, second quarter, was 
noted ‘at the regular price. The business closed in 
foundry iron aggregated a large total, though in small 
lots, the ruling figure being $14, valleys. 

The close of the week sees inquiries for upward of 
25,000 tons of various grades pending in the Pitts- 
burgh district alone. Several consumers of foundry 
iron asked quotations on lots of over 5,000 tons, for 
delivery into third and fourth quarters of the year, 
but producers were unanimous in declining to quote 
so far ahead, except at a substantial advance over pres- 
ent figures. Most of these inquiries have been with- 
drawn for the present. Thete were offers for basic 
iron, on the basis of $13.75, valleys, involving liberal 
tonnages, but at the close of the week seller and buyer 
remained apart as to price.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: 

“Buying of pig iron is assuming large proportions. 
The present movement in the trade began in January 
with heavy purchasing of finished materials. This did 
not come all at once, but was steady and gradual—day 
by day the orders came in until their aggregate tonnage 
was greater than had been anticipated. And as a neces- 
sary sequence of the selling of finished goods, now a 
month later follows the buying of pig iron. This has 
been widely scattered. It is probable that in the South 
there has been more business booked than in the North, 
as the buying started there with some wholesale orders 
at cut prices. But all sections have shared in the buying 
and furnace order books are in much better shape than 
when the month began. 

“One of the features of the trading recently has been 
the large quantity of Basic that has been sold. The open 
hearth steel makers have purchased tremendously and 
the Basic situation is in process of being very satisfac- 
torily cleared up. 

“In regard to prices, no one is doing much bragging. 
Sales have been made at the present low level, but the 
volume of buying has made quotations much firmer and 
some furnaces are now holding for an advance. This is 
particularly true of iron for forward shipment. 

“Things are looking much better and the prospects 
for 1911 continue to grow brighter.”
